Executive Summary 
 
The District owns and maintains a small fleet of vehicles for day-to-day use for its field employees.  One of those 
vehicles is a 1998 Chevrolet ¾ Ton, 4 wheel drive pick-up.  That vehicle has reached the end of its productive life, has 
in excess of 100,000 miles, is in need of a complete transmission replacement and has experienced braking issues.  For 
those reasons, the vehicle has been placed out of service. 
 
The vehicle recommended for purchase is a gasoline powered 2015 Ford F-250, ¾ Ton, 4 wheel drive extended cab 
pickup truck.  This vehicle will replace the aforementioned 1998 Chevrolet, which will be deemed surplus by this action. 
 
The fleet of work trucks owned by the Town are all ½ ton, 2 wheel drive vehicles.  It is recommended that at least one 
heavy duty, 4 wheel drive work truck be included it the fleet in the event heavy hauling, or towing is required. 
 
This purchase is being made a part of the state of California’s Government Pricing Consortium, or GPC.  The GPC has 
previously advertised and competitively bid this type of vehicle, and other public agencies are allowed to “piggy-back” on 
those bids.  It is anticipated that delivery will occur in late 2014. 
 
This vehicle was included as a part of the FY 2014-15 Capital Improvement Program budget and $40,000 was allocated 
for the purchase.
